Mr. Lloyd George has promised to the 
people of theso islands. Intelligent Irish- 
men of all parties applaud Sir Edward 
Carson’s resolution to obtain for Ireland 


store for Great Britain. Of course, we 
do not expect a Cabinet harassed with 
labour crises and the formidable 
problems of international settlement 
to find an instant panacea for our 
domestic ills ; but a clear statement of its 
economic programme for Ireland, based on 


' clear and sound principles, is overdue. 


On one point, indeed, Mr. Macpherson 
removes our anxiety to-day: he tells us 
that the Irish Government has “in con- 
templation’’ a bill for the use of the 
proportional system at all local elections. 
That will be a welcome and most valuable 
reform, but the bill ought to be on the 
Statute Book before next June. We should 
be glad to learn that the Irish Govern- 
ment is prepared to introduce it next week 
if the opportunity should arise. The 
municipal deputation will expect Mr. 
Macpherson to remove the whole subject 
of Irish reconstruction from the mystery 
which now enfolds it; and it will expect 
him to state plainly and frankly what the 
Treasury intends to do for Irish housing. 
Housing is so intimately connected with 
health that he may find occasion to say 
something about our prospects of getting 
a Ministry of Health for Ireland. 

If the principles of reform are unsound, 
the results of even the most liberal] schemes 
are sure to be barren. We do not suppose 
that Mr. Macpherson will put all his 
cards on thé table next Monday; but we 
shall study his statement most eagerly for 
signs that he has accepted the only pos- 
sible basis for real reforms. It is this— 
that the work must be initiated in Ire- 
land, that it must adapt itself to our 
country’s special conditions, and that it 
must be directed by men who have an 
expert knowledge of our needs. Hitherto 
Irish programmes have been devised in 
London with very little regard for Ire- 
land's special conditions. The results, 
almost invariably, have been delay—due 
to red tape—misunderstandings, much 
waste of money, and, at the end of it all, 
a burning sense of grievarice in the hearts 
of the Irish people. Take, for instance, 
the “out-of-work”’ donation. -The Eng- 
lish system was imposed on Ireland with- 
out the change of a comma, and the Irish 
Government was never con: .:'ted. The out- 
come was a costly scandal, and now, when 
the mischief has been done, the Cabinet 
invites Viscount French's assistance 
in repairing it. When Sir Edward Carson 
claims all English benefits for Ireland we 


are quite sure that he does not

The 
Executive Council of the new organisation 
will, we presume, be charged with the 
duty of collecting and arranging data with 
which to meet any demand put forward 
by a trade union on behalf of its mem- 
bers. It will be able to put the employers’ 
case clearly and frankly before the men’s 


monstrate to them by the production of 
facts and figures whether their demand is 
reasonable or unreasonable. In the case 
of farm labourers, for instance, the Council 
should not have the slightest difficulty in 
proving to the men’s satisfaction that it 
would be impossible to accede to their re- 
quest for a minimum wage of fifty shillings 
and a forty-nine hours’ week, If the Em- 
ployers’ Central Association becomes the 
success that we hope for, we trust that it 
will take a foremost part in developing 
closer relationship between Capital and 
Labour. We suggest that, when it is firmly 
established, the Association should propose 
to the trade unions with which it has to 
deal that 4 permanent board of arbitration 
should be formed.

They would learn, for 
instance, that che rate of wages depends 
entirely on the rate of production, and 
that in all industries a point is reached 
where it is impossible to make a demand 
for increased pay without imperilling their 
own source of livelihood and the em- 
ployer’s. It is only by some such arrange- 
ment that industrial peace can be restored 
and unrest eliminated.
